We  must  all  admit  that  it  was  the 
French  Canadians,  equipped  with  the 
birch  bark  canoe  of  the  northern 
Indians.  In  all  sizes  from  IT)  feet  to 
40  feet  In  length,  who  first  explored 
the  great  west  and  down  the  Missis- 
sippi. The  snralled  canoes  which  the 
Iroquois  had  when  Champlain  first 
me*,  them  were  stodgy  elm  bark 
scows  little  suited  to  far  exploration. 
The  ranne«  of  the  southern  Indian 
tribes  which  the  early  English  set- 
tlers along  the  American  coast 
adopted  were  not  really  canoes  in 
the  modern  «enve.  hot  dugouts  made 
by  horning  and  gouging  out  the 
trunks  of  tree* 

We  Canadian*  should  hang  reso- 
lutely onto  the  fact  that  the  ratio# 
we  know  today,  whether  It  be  work- 
ing in  Great  Slave  Lake  or  playing 
in  Hollywood,  is  rhe  replica  of  the 
birch  hark  canoe  which  was  the  in- 
spiration of  our  Indians  of  Canada, 
where  the  big  canoe  birChe*  grew. 

I suppose  the  canoe  has  been  as  big 
a factor  in  the  expansion  of  America 
a*  has'  been  the  motor  car. 

The  canoe  la  beautiful,  manage 
able,  portable  a work  of  art.  Nobody 
should  he  allowed  to  enter  a canoe 
until  they  are  willing  and  able  not 
merely  to  paddle  It.  but  to  lift  It 
from  the  water  to  its  resting  plare 
on  shore,  rather  than  drag  It  up  as 
if  it  were  a keeled  boat.
